tween revenue and expenditure in tbe approaching 
budget besides clearing up liabilities arising from 
previous deficits. Obviously, if he shall be unable 
to cut down provincial expenditure by five millions.— 
and the indications are that he will nol.be able to do 
it—we shall be in for another dose of taxation. 

From time to time recently we have had reports 
of many taxation expedients seid to be under govern¬ 
mental consideration. Some of these rumored devices 
are to weird that it it hard to believe they are re¬ 
ceiving even the distinction of official attention. The 
latest is the declaration, to which our columnist gave 
currency yesterday, that the government actually is 
considering taxing the proceeds of its one per cent 
tax of last year after the money has been paid into 
the provincial treasury, by a process which at the same 
time would tax the public on something it djd not 
possess. 

For the most part the one per cent tax on wages 
is deducted from salaries or wages by employers and 
paid to the government, according to statutory require¬ 
ment. That is to aay, in the case of a salary of, say, 

♦ 100 per month, the employer deducts one dollar, 
which, of course, reduces the income of the employee 
by that amount. The latest expedient proposes to 
tax this income on the basis of $1,200 a year, al¬ 
though the employee receives ♦1,080. Thus he is to 
be taxed on the $12 per year or one dollar per month 
he does not receive. A fearful and wonderful device, 
indeed, and one which opens to the world an entirely 
new taxation system; a method under which a gov¬ 
ernment may tax its own receipts and make some¬ 
body else pay on something he never had. 

The scheme undoubtedly unfolds a panorama of 
illimitable taxation possibilities; for instance, it might 
be extended to the point of taxing a twelve-hundred- 
dollar-a-year man on the basis of twice that income 
on the ground that he might have earned that amount 
if times were good. In that way the government could 
tax hard limes: defy them, so to speak. Then, again, 
why not tax people on their expenditures as well as 
on the incomes they have and the incomes they have 
not? In fact, there are all sorts of ways of trying to

Fortunately for both the government and the pub¬ 
lic—particularly the government—the freak proposal 
mentioned by our columnist yesterday is not likely to 
get very far, no matter how seriously it is being con- 
sidered in government circlet now. The public is 
willing to give its government—its own committee of 
management—every reasonable co-operation m the so¬ 
lution oT the public’s problems as long at the govern¬ 
ment shows ordinary intelligence and decency m its 
operations; but it certainly will not permit itself 
to be imposed upon by any tax buccaneering of this 
kind.

GERMANY TO REPUDIATE 

11FHEN THE YOUNG PLAN ADVISORY 
TV committee reported recently that there would 
have to be a new arrangement for Germany’s rep¬ 
arations payments it was made fairly clear that the 
Hoover moratorium would have to be extended beyond 
next summer. Now comes a dispatch from Berlin 
announcing that Chancellor Bruening has informed 
Great Britain that when the Lausanne reparations 
conference convenes toward the end of this month, 
Germany will tell the world that her ability to pay rep- 
arations is at an end, that not only for the present 
but for an indefinite time to come Germany will be 
unable to pay. We also are told that tbe German 
delegation to the Lausanne meeting will argue that 
to long as the present reparations policy continues, 
economic recovery for Germany and the world will 
be impossible. 

If the German Chancellor's announcement it to 
be taken as the definite decision of the German gov¬ 
ernment, the business of the delegates to the forth¬ 
coming conference will be to determine what action 
shell be taken in regard to it. It can be assumed that 
France will require to be convinced beyond all doubt 
that the economic condition of Germany justifies that 
country’s virtual repudiation of her liabilities—for if 
the Chancellor s statement means anything at alt, it 
means repudiation. The report of the Young Plan 
Advisory Committee, although it look Germany’s 
plight into full account, it did not go so far as to de¬ 
clare her indefinitely unable to pay, y;t it did not 
present a very encouraging picture. 

The point that at once arises in view of to-day's 
developments is what the European countries can do 
about collecting reparations if Germany resolutely re¬ 
fuses to pay, and what the United States can do 
about it if, in turn, the European governments in debt 
to her say. just as definitely as Chancellor Bruening 
appears to have said that, not being able to collect 
from Germany, they will not be in a position to meet 
their obligations to the United States government. It 
is an open question if France will try to collect by 
force as she did when she conducted her costly ex- 

C ient in the Ruhr in 1923. There is no likeli- 
that the United States will get herself tangled 
up with Europe by sending an expeditionary force 
with a collecting box. And not all the pounding of 
United States senators or the thuaderingi of the Hears! 
press will very materially alter the situation. 

Several British and United States statesmen have 
often argued in favor of complete cancellation of all 
war debts and reparations. It is now being realized 
in Britain, incidentally, that the people of that country 
can not possibly meet their obligations to the Wash- 
ington government under the present system of prohi¬ 
bitive tariffs. The News-Chronicle comes out flatly 
with an appeal to Premier MacDonald "to tell the 


truth to America regardless of consequences.” Mr. 
Lloyd George also says “dean the slate of all war 
debts and reparations, otherwise do measure of pros¬ 
perity can be achieved.” 

It has not been the policy of Great Britain to re¬ 
pudiate her obligations. But it is only fair to point 
out that under the present reparations and inter-gov¬ 
ernmental debt arrangement Britain really receives 
more in payment from her European debtors than she 
is paying out to the United States, despite the generally 
accepted view that she merely passes on what it paid 
to her by the Bank of International Settlements at 
R»U If Germany defaulted, however, and Britain 
were unable to collect from her debtors, she either 
wduld have to do as The News-Chronicle suggests, 
and say to the United States that she can not go on 
with her payments to Washington, or find all the 
money herself, which would be the last straw for the 
British taxpayers’ back. 

The circumstances bf the present are unlike the 
circumstances of other post-war years. The world is 
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which is not yet in sight, but it also is witnessing the 
spectacle of a nation defeated in war virtually dic¬ 
tating to the victors—and all this in a world spend¬ 
ing nearly $5,000,000,000 a year on armaments! 

A NEW TREATY 

A lthough the details of the 

trade treaty which Hon. H. H. Stevens and 
Hon. W. Downie Stewart have negotiated for the 
consideration of Canada and New Zealand have not 
been made public, it is to be hoped the agreement will 
be a satisfactory one. It is gratifying to know that 
the negotiations, which at one tune looked as if they 
would fail over the butter question, have resulted in a 
harmonious conclusion. The meeting between these 
ministers should do much to remove the economic ten¬ 
sion which the tariff battle between the two dominions 
has produced. 

The Canadian Minister went to Honolulu under 
a heavy handicap of his own government’s creation. 
Mr. Stevens must have known before he left these 
shores that New Zealand’s representative would bate 
the major part of his argument in favor of a new ar¬ 
rangement on a substantial preference for his country's 
butter—nine-tenths of her sales to us before the abroga¬ 
tion of the old agreement. Mr. Stewart naturally 
was not concerned in the five-cent duty imposed on 
Australian butter under the new treaty; he regarded 
that as purely a matter between Canada and Australia. 
But before he left New Zealand his own government 
entered into a favored-nation trade treaty with Belgium 
under which New Zealand butter will enter that market 
by paying about, a one-and-one-half-cent duty—com¬ 
pared with the eight-cent duty imposed on the same 
butter by Canada. This gave Mr. Stewart a rather 
powerful bargaining weapon; and we may be sure he 
made the most of it. 

T he whole butter question, of course, has under¬ 
gone a very considerable change in the last two years. 
In 1929 Canada was not producing sufficient to 
satisfy her own requirements—and we made up the 
deficiency by importing from Australia and New 
Zealand, very largely from New Zealand. It paid 
a duty of only one cent a pound. It came m in large 
WkCweriwi wbele 
sale price of around forty-one cents a pound. Ilien 
the bad crop yean came and more farmers began 
to produce butter; and now Canada is on an export 
basis—with butter netting the dairymen only a little 
more than half the amount per pound that it did in 
1929. But no New Zealand butter is coming in; 
yet the people of Canada were told in the election 
campaign of 1930 that New Zealand butter impor¬ 
tations were killing the Dominion’s dairy industry, 
that only by assuring to the producer fifty-cent, and 
even sixty-cent. butter by a very substantial increase 
in the tariff, could the industry be saved. 

There is now a golden opportunity for Mr. 
Stevens, or an expert on this matter of butter, to ex¬ 
plain how a dairy industry which was supposed to 
be dying a slow death when the dairymen were get¬ 
ting forty-one cents wholesale—when Canada was 
obliged to bring in large supplies from New Zealand 
to satisfy her own needs—-and is now flourishing, with 
butter on an export basis and subject to world price, 
the wholesale price of which is about twenty-five cents.

WESTERN C ANADA’* GROWTH 
The Winnipeg Free X»rese 

Western Canada has more than five times the pop¬ 
ulation that it had In 1801. according to th* census 
figures lately announced. The Increase has been from 
698.000 thirty year* ago. to 3,037.828 In June of last 
year. 

This rate of growth was far In excess of that of 
Eastern Canada where tbe Increase in the same period 
was from 4.726,000 to 7JJ15.000. 

The actual increase in the west was 2.438,000. and 
that In the east was 2.588.000. or but little more. Th* 
western population Increased by -400 per cent, while 
the eastern population Increased about 55 per cent. 

Thirty yean ago there were only 588.000 people 
west of the Great Lakes in a total population of the 
Dominion of 8.371.000. To-day there are 3,037,000 
westerners In a total population of 10.353.000. 

The growth of the west has directly contributed to 
the growth of the east, particularly to th* building up 
of the industrial and commercial centre*, because the 
increasing western population was chiefly engaged In 
agriculture and other primary Industries, and provided 
a great market for eastern manufacturers and Importers.

There ara some small pegmatite veins 
which, like the axlnlte end qiierts once, repre¬ 
sent the closing effort# of the igneous material 
below, and there are also some of epllte. which 
correspond, to the pegmatite, but la aa fine¬ 
grained aa tha pegmatite la coarea. Lika tha 
pegmatite It U made up of felspar with a Hula 
quarts, and often contains pale, reddish bands 
of garnet, whoee Individual crystal, are far too 
small to be distinguished by the unaMlated eye. 
There are also bands of a very fine, pale purpllab 
grey mineral which I have not yet been able to 
identify.

Mora that that, ln lhaM Intruding tongues

In their aubatanoe. There lossu offer th. plain¬ 
est of all proof, of tha Intrusive character of 
the Colqults and therefore of Its younger age 
But they also show that the intrusion of tha 
younger dlorlte into the older waa by no means 
a quiet permeation, a gentle upwelllng through 
already existing and sufficient fissures Behind 
tha molten mesa or rather forming Its very Ufa 
was a force which disrupted tha soUd rooks over¬ 
head. wadgad off blocks large end small, and 
panatrated tha parallel planes of weakneu where 
foliation occurred.

HOME OLD BATTLEFIELDS 

Tha other day my frUnd Man-Ion and I spent 
a few hours prowling about some of the old 
diorltle battlefields. For you must know that 
tha rocka. cold and Indifferent m they seem, 
have had their conflicts In tha peat and no doubt 
will have them In the future. The story of 
such conflict. U very plainly errltten on their 
Isom, or perhaps I .hould aay. ought to be. be¬ 
cause It U as a rule only when aurglcal opera¬ 
tion. like road-cutting and quarrying are car¬ 
ried out that we see tha hUtory of the rooks 
laid bare.

StIU. however, suf- 
flcunt plaoes remain, and even In tha cuts and 
quarries over which ifature is drawing a veil 
there are plenty of g l l mp em to be caught. Thus, 
for example, along tha C.KR.. where It parallels 
Burnside Road a number of rock-cultingi can 
be seen. In which although much of tbslr early 
freshnaa. la lost capital news of the local took 
can be bad. 

We vlallcd tha section Just southwest of 
Garden City where the contact of two dlorltes. 
the Wark and tba Colqults. give a certain variety 
to the ellff-llke faces. The Wark dlorlte la 
tha common one Ip and about Victoria, and la 
tba dark speckled variety already referred to. 
The colqults dlorlte la a paler and more banded 
kind, often containing a brownish mica as wall 
aa hornblende, and quarts as wall m telapar.

I SOMETIMES wonder what tha city of Victoria 
would hare been like If wood had not been 
so easily aoecMlble.

B.C.’s Latest Volcanic Outburst—Nass Lava Fields

Archdeacon Colliaon found among the In¬ 
dians a story of the eruption. It eras related 
to him tint by e man apparently over eighty 
yuan of age. The Spirit of the Mountain had 
been displeased by some boys who had treated 
with cruelty a salmon they hod caught. There¬ 
upon they tew "the Nok-nok of the Mountain 
rushing towards them clothed in fire" The 
burning stream "drove the river across the val¬ 
ley" firing both trees and herbage in Its course. 
As s result the tribe was divided Into two en- 
campmetne from that time on. The. story was 
confirmed by other aged men of the tribe. 



Here the matter might have Iain ln the same 
category ae the story of 4b* Cape Flattery In- . 
diane which tells of a groat flood that swept 
across the extremity of Washington or of the 
Kwakutle who trace their origin to the survivors 
of a flood. Probably in these flood stories we 
have memories of Udal waves or unusual com¬ 
binations of high wind and high Ude. But of 
actual explanatory proof we have none. Kot 
so. however, is It with the Naas River lava 
flows. Borne years ago Mr McBvoy of the 
Oeologtcal Survey visited the Naas and there aaw 
the basaltic plain with scientific eye. Uto re¬ 
sult of his examination waa that he confirmed} ln 
the most certain manner the Indian story. Ho 
I said ln hla report to the authorities at Ottaera 
that the lava "was erupted at least 100 year* 

| ago. but there waa no reason to suppose that It

wee more then 100 years old." He adds that 
"no other instance has yet been found within 
the limits of British Columbia of volcanic erup¬ 
tion later In date than the glacial period." 

The mountain from which the lava flowed la 
situated southeast of the ltaas above the valley 
of what the Archdeacon calls the 8he-aka or 
New River, but which the Oeological Survey 
calls the Tseaux, while The Geographical Osset- 
tear gives "Taeaka" as an improper rendering 
of the name. 

The country rock through which the lava haa 
riven appears to be composed of old volcanic 
rocks, a belt of which forms the eastern boundary 
of the Coast Range granitic Intrusion. It Is 
therefore quite tn keeping with the history of the 
region that there should be such an outpouring, 
although but for this one we should have thought

that the subterranean smelters were effectively 
sealed. Such local outbreaks in regions long 
Immune from volcanic action are fortunately 
rare. But although spectacular outbreaks such 
aa lava flows and tuff explosion are rare there 
are other volcanic phenomena more commonly 
met with. Such are the hot springs which Id 
many plaoe* attract numbers of people by their 
medical properties. The geysers of Yellowstone 
Park. New Zealand, and Iosland are simply vol¬ 
canoes in which highly healed water takes the 
place of lav*, as Judd long since pointed out 
Below them come the streams and springs ol 
hot water, such as oocur at Harrison, which 
bring up from the earth's Interior large quantities 
of various salts ln solution.
